CHINA’S “TROUBLES. 


THE HOPE OF THE FUTURE. 


CHINESE PROFESSORS VIEW 8.

AN ADDRESS DELIVERED: IN 
LONDON. 


The Chinese crisis, its cause and 


“leure, was the subject of an address 


xiven on September’ Ist at’ the 
Friends’ Home in © Euston-road, 
London, by Dr. Timothy Tingfang 
Lew, a professor of Peking Univer- 


‘| sity, who ‘speaks excellent English. 


Dr. Lew discussed four of the 
main causes of the present trouble. 
The chief cause was China’s at- 
tempt ,to modernise herself when 
‘after Sve thousand’ years of ciyilisa- 
tion"she suddenly found herself con- 
fronted by the modern world, The 
second cause was the noble mistake 
made by Sun Yat Sen when, after 


establishing the Republic, he put at: 


its head “Yuan Shih Kai, a man 
trained, in the methods. and ideals 
of the old régime. The third enuse 
was the way the revenues . were 
and 
the fourth cause the international 
relationship between China and the 
foreign Powers in the form of ‘the 
unequal treatics, Dr. Lew did not 
criticise the treaties beyond saying 
that to meet the needs of a situa- 
tion they could be interpreted in 
a way that was entirely unexpected. 
For instance, the trouble about the 
provision for the protection of for- 
eigners was that they were often 
used to protect too much: They 
were used ‘in « way. that -made it 
impossible. for important revolutions 


.| to be carried out. 


The Future. 

As for the remedies, Dr. Lew 
suggested that the only cure for 
incomplete modernisdtion was more 
thorough modernisation. The only 
way to.get out of a tube’ was to 
arrive at the mext station. 
only cure for democratisation was 
the ‘old ‘one, more democracy. 
Whether the democracy adopted by 
China would be of the American or 
the English type no one could yet 
say. But one thing was certaia. 
China would never go back toa 
monarchy.’ The cure for the trouble 
as far as the Nationalist programme 
was:concerned was that the Nation- 
alists should he true to the pro- 
gramme of ‘their leader, The cure 
fer international trouble, ‘was in. 
ternatioHal goodwill.” Thoughtful 
people in China did not bother their 
heads over the ways in which the 
treaties “came about. The Nation- 


alists wanted new treaties ” with 
nations. that would respect China 
on a fifty-fifty busie. 

He concluded with an appeal to 
this. great country-(England), ‘“ the 
nation most blessed by God in being 
able to enjoy the privileges of de- 
mocracy without giving up the beau- 
ties of an Empire.” “No nation 
can imitate you in that,” he said, 
‘‘but you have set the ideal of 
democracy.” He hoped that Eng- 
land in the light of her own history 
would try to appreciate the present 
difficulties of China. England had 
had her troubles, but they came 


} piece by niece; her revolutions, but 


they extended over centuries; her 
enemies, but she had fought them 
one by one, and when.she faced 
several enemies-she had allies by 
her side.; China’s troubles ond her 
revolutions eame on: her all at once. 
Instead of confronting one. nation 
she had to face them all, and. alone.

thing a6 an anti-British movement 
in China.

Wiser Today. 


Women are wiser now. They re- 
tain some interest, some hold on 
life, outside the. home.

FORMER EMPLOYEE SHARGED. 


An interesting case came up for 
hearing before Mr. R. E. Lindsell | 


at the Central Magistracy yester. 

day, when F. Chan, o ‘former sub- 
manager. of the skip chandlery de. 
partment of Wing On & Co. was 
charged with coaspiring with H. F. 
Yueng and others unknown between 
June ist and July 18th of this year 
to injure the Wing On Company 
by - inducing the’ Rubert ‘Dollar 
Steamship Company, & customer’ of 
‘the complainants, to cease trading 
with the Company, 


Defendant was also charged with 
having induced Chan Sau, Li Yau 
and Chan Siu to break their con: 
tract with the Wing On Company, 
and also with terminating his ner. 
vice with the said Company, 


"Me. F.C. Jenkin,» instructed by 
Messrs. Hasting, Dennys & Bowley, 
appeared for the prosecution, and 


the defence was conducted by Mr.

Opening hiy ase, Mr. Jenkin said’ 
that the charge concerned Wing 
On Company, well-known local uni- 
versal providers. ‘ Defendant was 
engaged in’ 1920 to serve in the ship 
chandlery department, which de.

Vancouver will have one of the 
greatest ‘freshwater ports in the 
world, in addition to all its present 
waterfront facilities, if tentative 
plans which hive been prepared 
by Major W. G: Swan for sub-- 
mission to the Board of Harbour | 
Comniissioners -are pati into effect. 
These plans are for the construc- 
tion of a dnm at the Second Nar- 
rows, just east of the bridge, and 
upon completion . would . replace 
that structure..
